—1It is a snggestive fact that to-morrow is
the centennial birthday of Hosea Ballou.
This name bas long been regarded by large
numbers of people as the synonym of very
gross and mischievons errors. DBut saying
nothing now of hisopinions, hisone-hundredth
birthday can searcely fail tosuggest: —1, How
powerless what are called unfavorable circum-
stances are to hinder a man from wide and
e¢minent influence if he really has the staff of
manhood in him; and, 2. How great have
been the changes in theological opinion and
religions organization in this conutry during
these hundred years past. Mr. Ballon was
born in Richmond, N. H., then almost a
wilderness, April 30, 1771. His father was a
Baptist preacher, & good man, bat so exceed-
ingly poor that the inevitable hardships of
pioneer life beset his children in their most
rugged form, A reugher a more destilute
childhood, as regards conveniences and ad-
vanteges, it would be diffienlt to imagine,
IFut in the case of young Hosea it proved the
germ of a great manhood. He joined his
father's church when he was sighteen, but he
was & Universalist preacher before he was
twenty-one. His second attempt to preach
was A failare, and an elder brother (father of
Rev. Moses Ballou, of thia city) had to finish
his discourse. DBut he soon grew into emi-
nenee, and in bis prime is said to have been
a preacher of wonderful simplicity and power.
The Upiversalist Church does not now gene-
rally hold some of his opinions, but no man
has done so muooh as he to shape its funda-
moental principles or to give origin and impe-
tus to what is culled Iiberal Christianity in
Awerica. The denomination will of right
widely commemorate his centenary birthday,
and his character and work are to be the
topies of sermons to morrowmorning by Rev,
Messrs. Ballou and Lrocks, the Universalist
pastors of this city,

—AMr. Leonard, of Marsovan, Turkey, writea
as follows of the observance of the week of

**It may interest you that a small congraga-
tion of enlightened Armenians and Greeks
here, on the shores of the Black Sea, are ob-
serving the week of prayer.

Pains are taken to give
to the meetings a social character, and te have
the room attractive and pleasant, A mer-
chant brother brings some Turkish earpets to
cover the hard wood floor, making a nice seat
for the children; a watoh-tinker volunteers a
marine olock, which finds a prominent place
on the bulging mantelpiecs; two native sisters
arrange in good taste the usoal supply of stiff
cushions on the divans against the wall; and
the low, unpainted candle-stand rejoices in a
pure white table-spread. Our preaching iiin
Turkish, The singing 18 unqualifiedly con-
gregational. If it sometimes lacks melody, the
want is more than compensated by the delight
which every one feels in having a part.”
